The men of the mines welcomed the 
veteran champion of the Liberal cause 
with such cheers as a great body of 
working men can on occasion raise. 
The citizens of St. Albert were nei less 
decided in their reception and to their 
acclamations was added music by the 
St. Albert band, which struck up a 
martial air in welcome on the arrival 
of Mr, Oliver at the place of meeting. 

Baltot Rox Story a Boomcrang. 

What a boomerang the fake balot 
box story is preving to be was clearly 
demonstrated at the Cardiff meeting 
last night. It was pointed out to the; 
gathering of miners how the charges 
made by the Conservative candidat 
had been disproven by sworn state- 
ments, and yet no retraction had been 
made, And Mr, Oliver's declaration 
that in the face of these facts unless 
‘an apology was made, the Conserva- 
tive candidate weuld forfeit any claim 
he had ever put forward for fairness 
and honesty, was received with ap- 
proval expressed by a great outburst 
of applause, 

Addressing the Cardiff meeting Mr. 
Oliver first demonstrated how reci- 
procity in natural products with the 
United States would be to the benefit 
of the workingmen of Canada, And 
this meant that it would be to the 
benefit of the majority of the pecple, 
for seventy-five per cent. of the pop- 
ulation of the Dominion belonged to 
the class whose livelihood was earned 
by their hands and whose income was 
but Httle in excess of their outlay on 
the neceasities of life. Reciprocity 
would have the effect of reducing the 
cost of living by the removal of the 
tariff tax on food products of Which 
Canada did not ptoduce an export sur- 
plus. In this way would be affected 
from fifty to seventy-five per cent, of 
the food supplies of the ordinary | 
family. On the other hand an increase | 
to the farmer of the price of wheat, 
and cattle, of which Canada did pro- 
duce an export surplus, did not mean | 
a corresponding increase in the price | 
of flour and bread, The price of flour | 
was as high at the present time in | 
Morinville as in London, or Liverpcol 
after freight to those points had been 
paid. The reason was that wheat was 
sold in a competitve market and flour 
bought in a cornered market, The 
same was true of cattle and beef,
